REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant recites a sortation system comprised of a track and interconnected 
vehicles. The track is comprised of upper and lower portion for engaging the 
wheels of the vehicle. The portions are U-shaped with the openings facing each 
other. An additional U shaped track portion functions as a power section and 
provides power to the track and the vehicles. The vehicle wheels are mounted on 
a vehicle frame, the frame also accommodating a motor and drive unit for the 
vehicle. The vehicle is further comprised of a belt for moving freight onto and off 
of the vehicle, the belt being positioned about three independent rollers for 
moving the belt, with one of the rollers being movable to adjust the belt relative to 
the vehicle frame. The system is further comprised of a signal transmitter to 
transmit control signals to the motor and drive components of additional vehicles 
in the system. 

The prior art made of reference, taken singularly or in combination, does 
not adequately disclose the features of the instant application as described 
above.
